"Nor  do  they  trust  their  tongues  alone. 
But  speak  a language  of  their  own. 

Can  read  a nod,  a shrug  or  look,

Or  wink  a reputation  down.” 

The  duties  and  obligations  of  social 
life  are  often  misunderstood,  as  well  as 
sadly  violated.  The  confidence  of  friends 
abused,  and  the  insidious,  the  hypocrit- 
ical, and  the  malignant,  take  advantage 
of  thoughtless  expressions,  uttered  per- 
haps in  mcments  of  excitement,  to  pro- 
voke distrust,  foment  jealousy,  and 
cause  bitterness  and  ill-will.  It  has 
been  well  and  forcibly  said,  that  to  “re- 
peat what  you  have  heard  in  social  in- 
tercourse, is  sometimes  a deep  treachery, 
and  when  it  is  not  treacherous,  it  is  of- 
ten foolish.”  The  idle  tattler,  who  rune 
from  door  to  door,  listens  eagerly  to  all 
that  is  said,  then  repeats,  exaggerates,  or 
by  wicked  insinuation,  conveys  a raean- 
iugllhat  was  never  intended,  is  a source 
of  infinite  mischief,  and  often  of  bitter 
and  hopeless  feuds  between  neighbors 
and  families.  We  can  conceive  of  no 
treachery  more  deplorable  or  more  cen- 
surable than  that  which  abuses  the 
frankness  and  confidence  of  an  honest 
nature,  and  by  persuasion  or  distortion, 
creates  an  offence  and  indicts  a wound, 
where  nothing  of  the  kind  was  intended. 
Thus,  a confidential  conversation  will 
he  repeated,  with  the  most  solemn  in- 
junctions not  to  betray  the  mischief  ma- 
ker, who  not  only  tells  the  whole  truth, 
b'ltadds  some  unauthorized  interpreta- 
tion, or  describes  the  manner  as  having 
been  offensive,  when  the  fact  was  ex- 
actly otherwise.  Some  dark  suggestion, 
hint,  inuendo  is  also  made  and  thus  a 
playful  remark  or  a frank  expression,  is 
tortured  into  a slander,  and  insult,  or  a 
slight.  The  breach  thus  created — un- 
wittingly created,  so  far  as  the  original 
parties  are  concerned — is  widened  every 
day  by  a double  system  of  treachery  and 
betrayal — the  mischief-maker  profess- 
ing to  be  confidential  with  both  parties, 
and  enjoining  secresy  upon  both. — 
Hence,  hearts  become  estranged,  friend- 
ships are  broken,  and  affection  is  stifled. 
There  are,  we  are  aware,  many  mischief 
makers,  xvho  are  so  thoughtlessly,  fool- 
ishly, and  without  any  deep,  deliberate, 
or  serious  design  of  doing  evil.  They 
are  simply  babbles  or  tattlers,  who  lack 
discretion,  judgment, and  common  sense, 
and  who  have  never  been  able  to  jprao 


tice  the  philosophy  of  holding  their 
tongues.  The  infirmity  of  such  is  soon 
detected,  and  thus  by  the  practice  of  a 
little  caution,  power  to  do  harm  is  nul- 
lified. But  there  are  others  who  are 
subtle,  wily,  and  adroit,  and  who,  as  if 
prompted  by  some  incarnate  fiend,  seek 
for  and  study  every  opportunity  to  un- 
dermine, underrate,  darken  character, 
destroy  reputation,  impair  confidence, 
and  sever  lriendship.  \Ve  can  conceive 
of  no  darker  illustration  of  human  de- 
pra  vity. 

“A  Up  of  lies — a face  formed  to  conceal.” 

There  is  scarcely  an  individual  it.  ex- 
istence who  could  not  be  injured,  seri- 
riously,  if  not  fatally  by  such  iusiduous 
and  double-faced  guile.  It  is  impossi- 
ble at  all  times  to  be  watchful  and  wa- 
ry, especially,  in  social  life,  and  when 
the  intercourse  is  free,  frank,  and  undis- 
guised. At  such  moments  the  thoughts 
and  feelings  are  apt  to  be  expressed  with 
the  utmost  freedom,  and  even  «he  weak- 
ness and  prejudice  of  cherished  friends 
to  be  alluded  to,  not  in  bitterness  or 
unkindness,  but  in  confidence,  sinceri ty 
and  sympathy.  If,  however,  a malici- 
ous mischief-maker  happens  to  be  at 
hand,  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world 
to  misrepresent  the  real  facts  of  the 
case,  so  as  to  annoy,  irritate  and  in- 
flame— to  create  a sentiment  of  distrust 
and  ol  coldness,  and  thus  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  a misunderstanding  whiclv, 
if  followed  up,  is  sure  to  end  in  enmity 
and  ill-will.  Soirie  persons  are  more- 
ever,  qui  le  sensitive  on  certain  subjects, 
while  others  are  particularly  credulous. 
The  mischief-maker  is  sure  to  discover 
all  this,  and  to  play  his  game  according- 
ly. We  Sometime  since  heard  the  par- 
ticulars of  a sad  case.  A young  lady  was 
engaged  to  be  married,  and  the  wedding 
day  was  fixed.  Meanwhile  her  affianced 
was  accidentally  thrown  into  the  socie- 
ty of  a further  lover,  and  he  either  reck- 
h ■ >iy  or  m iliciously  made  an  insinuation 
— utterly  unfounded  as  was  afterwards 
shown  — which  shook  the  confidence  of 
the  intended  husband,  proved  a niisun 
derstanding.  and  led  to  a final  separa 
lion,  lie  soon  after  left  the  city  for1 
California,  was  seized  with  illuess  andj 
died  on  the  way!  Her  fare  was  equally 
melaucholly,  and  is  embodied  in  the 
touching  lines  of  the  poet:  —

But  we  cannot  point  out  illustra- 
tions? The  vice  is  heartless,  cruel  and 
dangerous,  and  its  victims,  directly  or 
indirectly,  may  be  counted  by  thou- 
sands. It  is  such  an  easy  thiug  to  wound 
a sensitive  spirit!  It  is  so  slight  a task 
to  stain  or  soil  the  reputation!  Confi- 
dence may  be  so  readily  disturbed  -sus- 
picion may  be  promptly  exci.ed!  How 
many  merchants  have  had  their  credit 
ruined — horv  many  honest  men  hate 
ahd  their  prospects  blighted,  andjlheir 
families  subjected  to  all  the  hor-

A Touching  Sketch-The  Last 
Days  of  Byron. 

“I  passed  the  winterof  Byron’s  death 
in  Greece,  says  a traveler,  “and  in  the 
latter  part  of  February  went  to  Misso- 
longhi  to  see  him.  He  was  then  suffer- 
ing Horn  his  lit  of  epilepsy,  which  occur- 
red in  the  middle  of  February.  The  first 
time  I called  at  his  residence  I was  not 
permitted  to  see  him;  but  in  a few  days 
I received  a polite  note  from  him,  at  the 
hand  of  his  negro  servant,  who  was  a 
native  of  America,  and  Whom  Byron  was 
kind  to  and  proud  of  to  the  last. 

“I  found  the  poet  irf  a weak  and  rath- 
er irritable  stale,  but  lie  treated  tne  with 
the  utmost  kindness.  He  said  that  at 
the  time  I first  called  upon  him,  all 
strangers  and  most  of  his  friends  were 
exclud-.d  from  his  room.  ‘But,’  said  he, 
‘had  1 known  ati  American  was  at  the 
door,  you  should  not  have  been  denied. 
1 love  your  country,  sir;  it  is  the  land 
of  liberty;  the  only  spot  on  God’s  green 
earth  not  desecrated  by  tyrdmiy.” 

“In  our  conversation  I alluded  to  the 
sympathy  at  that  time  felt  in  America 
for  struggling  Greece.  All  he  saiJ  at  that 
time  irt  reply  Was,  “Poor  Greece — poor 
Greece!  once  the  richest  land  on  earth; 
God  knows  1 have  tried  to  help  thee!’  ’’ 

“You  will  remember  tliat%  but  a little 
while  before  this,  Marco  BozzSris  had 
fallen.  When  1 mentioned  his  name. 
Byron  said,  ’Marco  Bozzaris!  He  was  as 
brave  as  an  ancient  Spartan!  Perhaps  he 
had  the  blood  of  Leonidas  is  his  veins;  1 
presume  he  had.  But  of  this  1 am  cer 
I tain;  he  had  as  good  blood  as  ever  wet 
this  soil.’ 

% “At  his  request  his  servant  then 
brought  him  a rosewood  box,  from  which 
lie  took  a letter  wiitten  to  himself  by 
that  gallant  chief.  It  was  a warin-heart- 
ed  welcome  of  Byron  to  Greece.  There,’ 
said  the  author  of  Childe  Harold,  as  he 
handed  the  precious  relic  to  me,  ‘I  would 
not  part  with  that  but  to  see  the  triumph 
of  Greece.  That  gloflbus  hero,  but  a 
few  moments  before  he  led  his  Suliot 
band  forth  to  his  last  battle,  wrote  this 
ietter  to  me  in  his  tent.’  As  ha  spoke 
these  worrrs  a heroic  smile  lit  up  his 
countenance,  and  I ain  sure  I never  saw 
such  an  expression  on  the  lace  of  mortal 
man  as  that  moment  flashed  from  By- 
ron’s. 

“Soon  he  fell  back  upon  his  couch, 
and  wipping  the  cold  sweat  from  his 
lofty  forehead,  once  more  exclaimed 
•PoorGreece!  God  bless  thee  and  Ad*»!  I 
only  ask  of  Heaven  two  things;  and 
Heaven  ought  to  grant  them  — that 
Greece  may  become  free,  and  A la  cher- 
ish my  memory  when  lam  dead  ’ 

“In  a few  days  after  I left  him,  I re- 
ceived another  note  from  him,  request- 
ing nrle  to  call  and-  bring  with  me  Irv- 
ing'S Sketch  Book.  1 took  it  in  my  hand, 
and  went  once  more  to  the  illustrious 
author's  residence.  He  rose  from  his 
couch  when  1 entered,  aud  pressing  my 
hand  wanflly,  sriid:  ‘Have you  bro  tght 
the  Sketch  Book?’  I handed  it  to  him, 
when,  seizing  it  with  enthusiasm,  b** 
turned  to  the  ‘Broken  Hear*.’  ’That,’  Slid 
he,  ’is  one  of  the  finest  things  ever  wit- 
ten  on  barth,  and  1 want  to  hear  an  A 
merican  read  it.  But  stay,  do  you  know 
Irving?’  I replied  that  I had  never  seen 
him.  ‘God  bless  him!’  exclaimed  By- 
ron; ’he  is  a genius;  and  he  has  some- 
thing better  than  genius — a heart.  1 
wish  1 could  see  him,  but  l tear  I never 
shall.  Well,  read  — the  Broken  Heart — 
res,  the  Broken  Heart.  What  a word!’ 

“In  closing  the  first  paragraph,  I said, 
-Shall  1 confess  it?  I believe  in  broken 
hearts.  ‘Yes,’ exclaimed  Byron,  ‘and  so 
do  I;  and  so  floes  every  body  but  philos- 
ophers and  fools.’  I waited  whenever  he 
interrupted  me  until  he  requested  me  to 
go  on;  for  although  the  text  is  beautiful, 
yet  I cared  more  fo,  the  commentary  as 
it  came  Iresh  from  Byron’s  heart.  While 
I was  reading  one  of  the  rriost  touchiug 
portions  of  that  rriourriful  piece,  I ob- 
served that  By i on  wept.  He  turned  his 
eyes  upon  me,  and  said,  ‘You  see  me 
weep  sir.  Irving  himself  never  wrote 
that  story  without  weeping;  nor  can  I 
hear  it  without  tears.  I have  not  wept 
much  in  this  world,  tor  trouble  never 
brings  tears  for  the  Broken  Heart.’ 

“When  I read  the  last  line  of  Moore  s 
verses  at  the  close  of  the  piece,  Byron 
said,  ‘What  a being  that  Tom  Moore  is. 
and  living,  and  Emmet  and  his  beauti- 
ful love!  What  beings  all!  Sir,  how 
many  6uch  trien  as  Washington  Irving 
are  there  in  America?  God  don’t  send 
many  such  spirits  into  the  world.  I 
want  to  go  to’  America  for  five  reasons. 

I want  to  see  Irving;  I want  to  see  your 
stupendous  scenery;  I want  to  see 
Washington's  grave;  I want  to  see  the 

classic  form  of  living  freedom,  and  want 
to  get  your  government  to  recognise 
Greece  as  trri  independent  nation.  Poor 
Greece!’ 

“Those  were  tire  last  days  of  Byron; 
and  I shall  consider  myself  happy  thati 
was  permitted  to  be  often  with  him.”

From  Drv  Brewer's  Guide  to  Science. 

Science  Answering;  Simple  Dus- 
lions. 

Why  is  rain  water  soft?  Because  it  is 
not  impregnated  with  earth  and  miner- 
als. 

Why  is  it  more  easy  to  wash  with 
soft  water  than  with  hard?  Because  soft 
water  uuites  freely  with  soap,  arid  dis- 
solves it  instead  of  decomposing  it,  as 
hard  water  does. 

Why  do  wood  ashes  make  hard  water 
•oft? 

1st.  Because  the  carbonic  acid  of 
wood  ashes  combines  with  the  sulphate 
of  lime  iu  the  Hard  xVater,  rind  converts 
it  into  chalk;  2illy,  wood  ashes  convert 
some  of  tiie  soluble  salts  of  water  into 
insoluble  and  throw  them  down  as  a 
sediment,  by  which  the  water  remains 
more  pure. 

Why  has  rain  water  such  ati  unpleas- 
ant smell  when  it  is  collected  in  a rain- 
water tub  or  tank?  Because  it  is  Im- 
pregnated with  decomposed  Organic 
matter  washed  from  roofs,  trees,  or  the 
casks  in  which  it  is  collected. 

Why  does  water  melt  salt?  Because 
very  minute  particles  of  water  insinuate 
themselves  into  the  pores  of  the  salt  by 
capillory  attraction,  and  force  the  crys- 
tals apart  from  each  other. 

How  does  blowing  hot  foods  make 
them  cool?  It  causes  the  air  which  has 
been  heated  by  the  food  to  change  more 
rapidly,  and  give  place  to  a fresh  cold 
air. 

Why  do  ladies  fail  themselves  in  hot 
weather?  That  fresh  particles  of  air 
mav  be  brought  in  contact  with  their 
face  by  the  action  of  the  fan;  and  as  ev- 
erv  fresh  particle  of  air  absorbs  some 
heat  from  the  skin,  this  constant  change 
makes  them  cool. 

Does  a fan  cool  the  air?  No,  it  iriakes 
the  air  hotter,  by  imparling  to  it  the  heat 
of  our  face;  but  it  cools  our  face  by  trans- 
ferring its  heat  the  air. 

Whv  is  there  always  a strong  draught 
through  the  keyhole  of  a door?  Because 
the  air  in  trie  room  we  occupy  is  warmer 
| than  tlie  air  in  trie  hall;  therefore  t he  air 
from  the  hall  rushes  through  the  keyhole 
into  the  room,  and  causes  a draught. 

Why  is  there  always  a s trong  draught 
under  the  door  and  through  the  crevices 
on  each  side?  Because  cold  air  rushes 
from  the  hall  to  supply  the  void  in  the 
room  caused  by  the  escape  of  warm  air 
up  the  chimney,  &c. 

Why  is  there  always  a draught  through 
the  window  crevices?  Because  the  ex- 
ternal air,  being  colder  than  the  air  of 
the  room  we  occupy,  rushes  through  the 
window  crevices  to  supply  the  deficien- 
cy caused  by  the  escape  of  the  warm  air 
up  the  chimney,  fee. 

If  you  open  the  lower  sash  of  a win- 
dow there  is  more  draught  than  if  you 
open  tile  upper  sash.  Explain  the  rea- 
son of  this.  If  the  lower  sash  be  open. 

cold  external  air  will  rush  freely  into 

the  room  and  cause  a great  draught  in- 
ward; but  if  the  upper  sash  be  open, the 
heated  air  of  the  room  will  rusli  out. 
and  of  course  there  will  be  less  draught 
iu  ward. 

By  which  mean's  isa  room  better  ven- 
tilated— by  opening  the  upper  or  lower 
sash?  A room  is  better  ventilated  by  o- 
pening  the  upper  sash;  because  the  hot, 
vitiated  air,  which  always  ascends  to 
ward  the  ceiling,  can  escape  more  easily. 

By  which  mean?  is  a hot  room  more 
quickly  cooled — by  opening  the  upper  or 
lower  sash?  A hot  room  is  cooled  more 
quickly  by  opening  the  lower  sash,  be- 
cause the  cold  air  can  enter  more  freely 
at  the  lower  part  of  the  room  than  at  the 
upper.

Is  grass-seed  best  sowed  withgrain  in 
the  spring,  or  will  you  sow  it  in  August 
or  September!  Or  will  you  seed  down 
to  grass  with  your  wheat,  whether  in 
spring  or  fall!
